Mr. Halsey, however, has very definitely proved that 
the set was brought from China by Captain Samuel Shaw, 
of Boston, who was the first secretary of the Order of the 
Cincinnati. On one of his voyages to Canton, Captain 
Shaw had this set decorated by a Chinese artist with 
the insignia of the Society. The china was brought over in 
1785, and presented to Washington by Captain Shaw. The 
set was mentioned in the will of Martha Washington, and 
was left, at the death of her grandson, George Washington 
Parke Custis, to his daughter, Mary Custis, wife of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. Some sixty pieces of the set were, at 
the outbreak of the war, and at Mr. Lee's departure from 
Arlington, seized with other Washington relics by the 
federal forces, and are now in the National Museum at 
Washington. The plate is of Canton china with a deep bor- 
der of blue on the white ground, and with the Cincinnati in- 
signia painted in colors in the centre.
